circumstances have been taken in- 
to consideration, one should perhaps 
be punished and the other should 
not be punished, says Judge Stev- 
ens. He believes it usually makes 
little difference whether the offend- 
er is a man or woman. At least it 
shouldn't, he says. 


Judge A. G. Zimmerman, county 


court, believes that as a rule wo- 
men are mor.e leniently, dealt with 
by judges than men. He says: 


"It depends upon the past envir- 


onment. Generally speaking, there 
is a man, lying back of the sinning 
woman, who goes unpunished. When 
this is probable, a' judge naturally 
is as lenient as possible within the 
law. 
Another reason for a judge's 


being as merciful as possible with 
a sinning woman, .is the fact that

mercy, 'as a, rule, ixcept for a few 
merciful-women, it-is from the men

receives any real consideration. On- 
v the men have a tendency to over- 
look a fault not persisted in."

greatest song about home, sung and 
loved Tsy many nations,' each in its 
own language, was written by a 
wanderer who has been called the 
"homeless bard of home." It is an- 
other illustration of the fact that 
usually we appreciate our blessings 
most when we are deprived of them. 


JVihn Howard Payne, who wrote 


the words, was an American. 
He 


was ' bom in New York- city, 
but 


spent most of his boyhood on Long 
Island in tt house which is preserved 
now as the original of' the lowly 
thatched cottage of the song. 
At 


17 he became an actor and startec 
on his career of wandering. This 
song was written in Paris in 18Z2 
while .he wa shomeless, heartsick, 
and penniless. 


It was incorporated into an opera, 


the text of which Payne had written 
some time before and for which Sir 
Henry Bishop had written the mu- 
sic. When this new poem was doter 
added, Bish'op,- who was a skillfu' 
composer ana a cultivated scholar, 
fitted to it a tune which he said was 
a Sicilian air.

Scare Crows By College Deans 


Head* of Agricultural Colleges Are Solicitous Over Farmers' 


Trusts. 


W 


E OFTEN wonder why it is that the presidents and deans 
trf name of our leading Middle West agricultural colleges 


an w> solicitous lest organized fanners succeed in forming a 


; 
wicked trust which alms at arbitrary class distinction, price 
raising for farm profit alone, and kindred "terrible evils." 


Only recently- one of these agricultural college heads has 


gone out of his way to "put the fear of God" into farmers who 
would seek immunity from anti-trust legislation in perfecting 
thetr sales agencies on a cooperative basis. One week prior to 
this man's address, delivered at the short course graduation ex- 
ercises in Madison, we received a bright yellow press slip from 
The RaiJway Age, in which another agricultural college dean 
had gone out of his way to put the question to farmers whether 
they would like to be forced to operate their business under the 
same "great handicap" under which railroads arje. obliged lo] 
work in dealing with organized labor. 


In making his comparisons he .forgot to reckon in the fact 


that our great railroad systems are interlocking to a vast de- 
gree and that eastern capital, centered in the hands of a power- j 
ful organization of a few men, controls and dictates the policies 
of the railroads, while farms are operated on an individual basis 
and so do not lend themselves in any way to a possible system 
of labor organization at all comparable to the need which 
prompts railway employes to organize. Suppose for instance 
that railroad companies dealt with employes on the individual 
basis like farmers deal with their hired men. ]vTien a farm 
hand is dissatisfied with hours of labor, rate of pay or working 
conditions he ran leave and easily get a job with another farmer 
during these days of universal farm labor scarcity. Farmers 
do not combine to set certain standards of living and rates of 
payment for labor, while it has been shown that railroads and 
packing plants have always had mutual understanding on such 
matters because they were organized employers. 


The average steady, ambitious farm hand has inspiration 


In the thought that he may some day use the experience he is 
gaining as an employe when he shall own and operate a farm of 
his own. No such ambition can animate the great mass of rail- 
way employes—for promotion to the highest offices in this lirte 
of endeavor are open only to a relatively small number of men. 
It is manifestly absurd to appeal to farmers against labor unions 
by any such impossible argument as this, used by the dean of 
the Illinois agricultural college. One can see in it only an at- 


' tempt once more by the stubborn rail magnate to lay the blame 


far higher freight and passenger rates mostly pon the backs of 
the raflroad labor brotherhood. 


President Stone of Purdue University said many good 


things to the class of 107 Short Course students at the Wiscon- 
sin agricultural college on March 16th, but he made a serious 
faraak when he used the following statement as an example of 
the "terrible evils" of "class privilege" into which our farmers 
nnd laborers are failing: 
' 


"Examples of this tendency are seen in the Clay- 


ton Amendment to the Sherman Anti-trust Law, grant- 
ing immunity to agricultural and _ labor organizations 
from a law which applies to all other classes. In this 
immunity Jabor .unions combined to*restrain legitimate 
commerce and trade. Farmers have combined to re- 
strict the sale of wheat, in order to raise prices. Cot-.' 
ton and tobacco growers have attempted a similar pro- 
gram." 
As tb his first assertion, it has been shown repeatedly and 


admitted by. counsel for farmers' organizations that farm or- 
ganizations are not exempt from prohibitions of the original 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act, and further, that the Clayton amend- 
ment does NOT authorize organizations legalized by it to "com- 
mit acta^which previous to its enactment would have been un- 
lawful." 


It is not the SIZE of any organization which renders it a 


monopoly. It is NOT the INCIDENTAL1 restraint of trade 
which is forbidden by the law, but the DIRECT and UNDUE or 
UNREASONABLE, INTENDED restraint, as a prime mover,' 
which makes an organization liable to prosecution as a violator 
of the law. Further, RESTRAINT OF COMPETITION is NOT 
the aame as restraint of trade. The degree control does NOT 
AIX>NE determine the existence of a prohibited monopoly. The 
means of creating a monopoly must be performed by WRONG- 
FUL ACTS, INJURIOUS TO THE PUBLIC WELFARE in order 
for it to be liable under the law. All surrounding facts and 
motives must be considered before we condemn a company for 
undue «• unreasonable action.
